DETAILED ACTION 

1. The suspension of the prosecution of the present application is hereby ended. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international appUcation filed under the treaty 
defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published 
under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was pubhshed under 
Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes 
of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a). 



3. Claims 1-4, 6-9, 11-14, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Wood (US 6518224 B2), 

Wood teaches drilling fluids which comprise crumb rubber within the scope of the size of 
the particles of the present invention, and within similar amounts (see claims and column 5, 
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lines 41-43). The crumb rubber particles may be used in both oil based and water based fluids, 
and may comprise other fluid loss agents (column 5, Hnes 26-28 and Hnes 46-52). 

4. Claims 5 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

5. Applicants arguments with respect to Sheeler, Fisher and Kirk-Othmer are deemed 
persuasive with respect to the size of the particles not being obvious over the teaching therein. A 
new rejection is given in view of the newly published Wood reference.

The revised 
provisions in 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) are completely retroactive and effective immediately for 
all applications being examined or patents being reexamined. Until all of the Office's 
automated systems are updated to reflect the revised statute, citation to the revised statute 
in Office actions is provided by this attachment.

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by 
the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) 
of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent.
